LOVE.” “And though I have the gift 
of prophecy and understand all mys- 
teries and all knowledge, and have 
not charity f am nothing.” I am noth- 
ing without charity, no matter what 
else I have or seem to have. I want 
you to get the last sentence in par- 
ticular. CHARITY which is LOVE, 
the LOVE of God shed abroad in our 
hearts by the HOLY GHOST. Of 
course you will understand there are 
two kinds of love. One is creature 
love or human love, but creature love 
is uncertain. It says you love me and 
I will love you; give me $5.00 and I 
will love you; pay your dues and I 
will love you, and if you will pay 
your tithes (This you ought to do and 
all the rest as well) and give offer- 
ings I will just love you, oh so good, 
and if your experience is ever so 
stale and dry, I will be very careful 
how I preach on experimental reli- 
gion. 

I want you to notice John 15:13 
which says “Greater love hath no 
man than this, that he lay down his 
life for his friends.” This is the ex- 
tent, the very limit to creature, or 
human love. Yet some would die for 
a friend, but divine love goes beyond 
that. You will find this in Rom. 5:8. 
“But God commandeth His love to- 
wards us in that, while we were yet 
sinners, (Friends? no but enemies) 
Christ died for us’’ Get the point? 
Human love might die for a_ friend 
but DIVINE LOVE will die for the 
ENEMIES. Again human love will sac- 
rifice for the one it professes to love, 
and thinks it does love, yet at the 
same time it will throw them side for 
self, for gain, for honor, for position, 
but thank God this love that is shed 
abroad in our hearts by the Holy 
Ghost will last throughout all the end- 
less ages of eternity. Yea, DIVINE 
LOVE will sacrifice itself for its ob- 
ject. Divine love is not natural to us, 
it does not come by nature, progress, 
growth, cultivation, or an effort on 
our part, but it comes from above. 
You do not grow it in your little fenc- 
ed garden, oh no, you do not shape 
it in this world. No indeed. It is shap- 
ed in some other country and the 
point I want you to see is that it is 
shed abroad in our hearts by the Holy 
Ghost.

“Passeth all understanding,” it 
is a DIVINE bestowal; it is not gotten 
by resolution. You cannot develop it, 
never; it is God given, or not at all. 
Though you give all your goods away 
to feed the poor and have not this 
Holy Ghost love, you are nothing; 
you are miserable and you know it. 
We may give our bodies to be burned 
and die a martyr for what we believe, 
but it will not go over in the glory 
land. This thing must come from 
Heaven; it is vital; it is the essence 
of religion. Love is hard to define. 
One definition for love is this, “A 
peculiar itching sensation in the left 
side of the breast where you can’t 
scratch. But a better definition would 
be a divine nature imparted to you. 
He that dwells in love dwells in God 
and Gog in him. Yea His divine nature 
is imparted to you. On what inspira- 
tion! The true divine LOVE, shed 
abroad in our hearts by the Holy 
‘Ghost. 

I want you to get this, “nature de- 
termines your likes and dislikes.” 
There is a little bird called the hum- 
ming bird. Oh how it loves flowers, 
not because there is a law saying that 
humming birds must go to flower 
gardens, but because it is natural. I 
must say again that nature determines 
our likes and dislikes, and when we 
have this divine nature, we love the 
things that God loves, that includes 
our enemies. This is true if it kills 
every one of us. If we have this love 
shed abroad in our hearts by the 
Holy Ghost, then we serve God with 
‘a supernaturalness. Yea it comes just 
right to serve and worship Him in 
spirit and in truth; no more half 
hearted service; no more reluct@nt 
doing for Him and His redeemed ones. 
It is now natural from a love impartea 
unto us. from another world. 


It was natural for me to go to the 





dance halls, picture shows, box sup 
pers, lodge rooms, and such like, 
when I was a:sinner. Just as it is now 
natural for me to stay away from 
and keep off jewelry and decorations 
from my person. You need not put 
those things in any book for rules or 
discipline for me. Now suppose. the 
lawyer had asked Jesus, “What is the 
greatest sin a man can commit?” I 
believe He would have answered 
“Not to love God with all your heart.” 
Why? Failure to keep’ the greatest 
commandment’ is the greatest sin, 
which might result in sinning against 
the: Holy Ghost. Our failure to love 
God with all our hearts is the expla- 
nation for every sin. Turn to Gal. 5:14 
“For all the law is fulfilled in one 
word, even in this; Thou shalt love 
thy neighbor as thyself.” See the 
same thought in Rom. 13:8 “Owe no 


“Man any. thing, but to love one an- 


other; for he that loveth another hath 
fulfilled the law.” That means you 
have to fulfill the pledge you made at 
the last meeting. Keep in mind that 
it is Divine Love we are talking about. 
Yea the LOVE shed abroad in our 
HEARTS by the Holy Ghost. We 
may have all the organization § the 
Bible teaches; we may have all the 
gifts the Bible teaches, but withopt 
this DIVINE LOVE we are nothing. 

Turn to ist Tim. 1:5 “Now the end 
of the commandment is charity out 
of a pure heart, and of a good consc:: 
ence, and of faith unfeigned.” I want 
you to see that when we have this 
divine love, we have the best thing 
there is to be had this side of Glory 
It is the greatest gift God has for us, 
indeed it is, and it will save us from 
following after every wind of doc- 
trine that comes up the back alley. 
You can hear of many new things: 
you may hear of great things being 
done away off somewhere, but with 
this love shed abroad in our hearts 
by the Holy Ghost, we can say, 
“Thank God we have the only thing 
that will last always.” ' 


Ist Cor. “And God hath set some in 
the church, first apostles, secondarily 
prophets, thirdly teachers, after that 
miracles, then gifts of healings, helps, 
governments, diversities of, tongues, 
(and of course interpretations of ton- 
gues.)” Now these gifts haye their 
proper setting and one of the greatest 
truths we have to learn, is to have 
them in the order which God has fix- 
ed them. Every gift has its value. 
LOVE is the greatest thing we get 
this side of heaven. Of course we must 
have the gifts, but first get the giver. 
Now take the matter of healing which 
is a temporal blessing, you may move 
up above the sky and never need it 
again; then the gift of tongues, we 
may never need it up there for they 
all speak the language of heaven. 
There is nothing as high as perfect 
love. I am not criticizing any ones 
notions and fancies in demonstra- 
tions, for we need more real demon- 
strations of the Holy Ghost, but I am 
trying to impress upon your’ mind 
that we need beyond everything else 
in this world and the world to come, 
this DIVINE LOVE which shall never 
fail. All Christians have some 
but all do not have perfect love 


I know that you would be glad to 
have the gift of healing. ’'m sure I 
would love to see you have it. It would 
be so nice to relieve the suffering, 
unstop the deaf ears, cleanse the 
lepers and perform miracles, but 
frankly my brother, I long and pray 
to God that we have this DIVINE 
LOVE imparted to us by the Holy 
Ghost. The gifts are set in the 
Church after she knows, preaches and 
EXPERIENCES this divine LOVE 
as the most essential of them all. I 
am persuaded that many are asking 
for gifts of the Spirit who have not 
the slightest idea of this GREATER 
gift. Now suppose some one of us 
should cleanse the leper by the power 
of the most high God. Don’t you see 
that we would run with break neck 
Speed and pass ten regiments of our 
brethren up, who have this divine 
love, and never give them a moment’: 
notice, in order to see OUR works. 
By the word OUR, I mean we would 
forget that God did the work. We 
would walk ten miles to see one inter- 
preter of other tongues, and at the 
same time forget to shake hands with 
the little humble brother who is fill- 
ed and thrilled with DIVINE LOVE. 
Brethren we should never look for 
excitement and a great noise, we 
should not make a God out of demon- 
strations. We can never appreciat@ 
the gifts properly until we possess 
this DIVINE nature, this GLORIOUS 
DIVINE LOVE. “Follow after Charity 
and desire spiritual gifts.” Get the 
phrase, “Follow after charity.” Please 
do not overlook the all importance of 
DIVINE LOVE, do not forget that it 
is imparted unto us by the Holy 
Ghost. Some one says “I’m just going 
to love more.” Impossible, utterly im- 
possible, without the blessing, with- 
out the experience I am writing about. 
DIVINE LOVE! I wish I could write 
it across the face of the skies in box 
ear letters. I would to God I could 
write it on banners and hoist them 
over every -building in the universe 
and stretch them across the by-ways, 
the lanes and streets of the cities.

One said, “I cannot love this way.” 


Listen! “And the Lord thy God will 
circumcise thine héaft, aid the ‘hkart 
of thy seed, to love the Lord thy God 
with all thine heart, and with all thy 
soul, that thou mayest live.” Deut. 
30:6. He will, must do, this very thing 
in order for us to LOVE with an ever- 
lasting love.. You say that you want 
to love more; you want to love God 
with all your heart. He will fix you 
up by circumcising the heart. It is a 
divine enablement. It.is the second 
blessing; it is here that the LOVE of 
God is shed abroad. in our hearts by 
the Holy Ghost; here is where we are 
SANCTIFIED. Away. back there, the 
child had to be born before it could 
be circumcised. This matter of cir- 
cumcision was given to Abraham in 
connection with the promise of Ca- 
naan for an everlasting possession: 
“And I will be their God, giving them 
the land for an everlasting posses- 
sion,” and He gave them circumcision, 


calling Abraham to .perfection. Here’ 


is where he got his orders to be per- 
fect. 

When does a person love God with 
all his heart? When he forsakes all 
the world and everything that looks 
like the world, it is then and not be- 
fore. You cannot flirt with the world 
and love God. There is only one way 
to measure ove and that is by the 
sacrifice that it will make. I am now 
going to quote these passages of 
Scripture and ‘see if you have the 
blessing. “But whoso keepeth his 
Word, in him verily is the love of God 
perfected.” Notice IN HIM, the indi- 
vidual; he knows for himself; it is 
not what some one might think about 
you. If you are still doing things you 
should not do and making crooked 
paths, then you have not the blessing, 
you need the mourner’s bench. Yes 
sir, the old time mourner’s bench. No 
more struggling to do right. We may 
and will struggle to determine’ the 
will of God when it comes to a con- 
flict, or a diverging pathway but no 
struggling to do His will. Now the 
second evidence of divine love is in 
Ist John 4:12. “If we love one another 
God dwelleth in us and his love is 
perfected in us.”’ Well what does that 
mean? It simply means the right rela- 
tion to your fellowmen, which means 
that we cannot have any malice, ha- 
tred or envy toward any one. Have 
you the blessing? It is impossible to 
be right with God and wrong with 
your fellowman. 

It is one thing to have a theory and 
a profession, and another thing to 
have the experience in your heart. 
One of the greatest tests I have ever 
had was to love my enemies. It was 
an up hill job. If some one did not 
treat me just right I wanted them 
straightened out at once, and I want- 
ed the job. Now let me show you how 
particular God is along this line. “If 
any man say, I love God, and hateth 
his brother,. he is a liar.” Well you 
say, a man who mistreats me is not 
my brother. However true that may 
be, he is either your brother, or else 
he is your enemy. Then LOVE your 
enemies. How? By the love of God 
shed abroad in your heart by the Holy 
Ghost. We must forgive men _ their 
trespasses else he will not forgive us 
ours. You say I do not trespass against 
my brethren. Dear soul, you may not 
know whose feelings you have tramp- 
led on; you may have in time, and 
even yet, tear the very heart strings 
of someone’s heart. Do you expect 
them to forgive you? If so, have you 
forgiven everybody else? If not, you 
haven’t the blessing. This is plain 
talk, but it is true. Some may have 
wronged you but they did not treat 
you as badly as they treated Jesus. 
They actually nailed Him to the cross. 
You can carry that grudge but it will 
certainly damn your soul. 

Now this LOVE is planted in our 
HEARTS at regeneration, and it is 
perfected LOVE. The least amount 
that God could love us is_ perfect, 
but conditions with us are not per- 
fect at regeneration. But when the 
Holy Ghost, who is our SANCTIFIER, 
takes the BLOOD, as Moses did when 
he sprinkled the Book, the people and 
all the vessels of the sanctuary, and 
with it sprinkles our hearts, which 
purifies it from all inherent depravity, 
then it is that it is shed abroad in ‘our 
hearts, every nerve and fiber in our 
whole being is filled, thrilled and 
electrified and charged with this 
DIVINE LOVE. Here we have been 
made perfect in love; here conditions 
with us are such that PERFECT 
LOVE has free course in our lives 
and SOULS. All the weeds and this- 
tles that inherent depravity has been 
sprouting are gone forever. Thank 
God we are S-A-V-E-D to the utter- 
most, S-A-V-E-D to sin no more, now 
come, come fire divine.
